Procopio, the Bandit. 


The Latest Exploit of the Successor of 
Tiburcio Vasquez. 


The San Jose Mercury of the 20th 
has the following concerning the suc- 
cessor of Tiburcio Vasquez and the re- 
ported nephew of Joaquin Murietta: 
About four months ago Tomaso Re- 
dundo, alias Procopio, alias Red-hand- 
ed Dick, one of the worst desperadoes 
that California has ever produced, was 
released from San Quentin, having 
served out a sentence for cattle-steal- 
ing. He was arrested for su 
complicity for the killing of a French- 
man at Pleasanton, a crime for which 
his old associate, Bartolo Sepulveda, 
is now serving out a life sentence. 
Sheriff Morse, who made the arrest, 
could not, however, obtain sufficient 
evidence to warrant a presecution, and 
so he was tried on an old indictment 
for grand larceny. Previous to his 
capture he had been concerned in 
numberless affrays, larcenies and high- 
way robberies, and for a tim: was the 
intimate associate of the dead bandit, 
Tiburcio Vasquez. 

Procopio is regarded as even a more 
dangerous man than Vasquez. He 

ssesses greater piysical strength, 
is more blood-thirsty and revengeful, 
and is fully as cunning. After his re- 
lease from San Quentin he went to 
Livermore, and one night in an affray 
at the Mexican settlement, knuwa as 
Mexico, he shot a man, but for some 


creek, (about ene hundred ws He 
fell and d one of his pistols, 
which ee ed up, and turned around, 
saying, “Why don’t yon shoot, you 
s——-!” He then ran toward the lake 
on top of the small hill; leaded his 
pistols, and watched his would-be cap- 
tors. They all went to the. store 
(Kreinhagen’s) and reloaded their 
weapons. Procopio then ran up the 
creek to a Mexican (Theodophilus) 
drew his pistel on him and demanded 
his horse and saddle or his life. Theo- 
dophilus replied that his saddle wasin 
the house; the horse was tied along- 
side of the house. Procopio 

the Mexican stay where he was, and 
told him to call his wife and tell her 
to fetch the saddle and put it on the 
horse, which she did. pio then 
mounted and rode off up the creek.

One night C. B. Hensley lost two 
horses, and about that time Procopio 
disappeared. His after career in 
Fresno, Tulare and Kern counties, at 
thehead ofa band of desperadoes, 
some of whom have suffered the ex- 
treme penalty of the law, is well 
known. His latter exploits is detailed 
in a letter received by a gentleman in 
Oakland from an eye wisness of the 
affair, and reads as follows; 

In regard to the killing Y Proce- 

io, five men from Handferd—Dr. 
ierson, Whiteside, Gladden and two 
others, whose names I forgot—were 
out hunting the robbers, who had gone 
through two stores in Vasquez, and 
were in Handford’s December 26th. 
On that night the purty above named 
were camped at Summit Lake, when 
Procopio came along afoot with a sad- 
die on bis back. He was hailed by 
the party, but refused to come back 
to them. They started after him and 
he threw down his saddle and ran. 
The next morning they tracked him 
over the plains to Krienhagen, on the 
Posa Chine. Procopio had been there 
about 9 o’clock that morning, and had 
ne about two miles furtter on, to 
andre Higuerra's house. The part 
followed him and arrived at Higuerra’s 
at 4 p. w., and found Procopio in bed, 
asleep. They went up to him and 
woke him, and told him he was their 


soner. 
He said, “All right, I sup you 
will let me dress myself.” They said 
“Of course.” Procopio commenced to 
dress in a careless way. At last he 
put on his coat, and as he did se he 
turned his back to them. Suddenly 
he turned upon them and drawing two 
pistols from the breast pockets of his 
coat, leveled them and exclaimed, 
“Get out of here, you ——.” He at 
the same time fired. All five of the 
men claim that they returned the shots 
but that Procopio squatted and their 
bullets went over him. All but Glaa- 
den left the house. Gladden jumped 
behind him ina corner. Procopio went 
to the door and fired again, and dodged 
back in the house. He then shot Glad- 
den and get his pistol also. Procopio 
then rushed from the house and broke 
through the horses, which were left 
standing in front of the house. Then 
Gladden came out of the house smil- 
ing, and fell in front of the house 
dead. One of the party had a Henry 
rifle, loaded with five cartridges. He 
was standing with his back towards 
Procopio, looking out of the door, and 
had his rifle resting on his left arm, 
with his right hand on the lock and 
r. When Procopio fired this 

man shot his rifle off in the position 
described, then broke and ran off some 
fifty yards, turned around and fired 
through the house, close to the door, 
three shots. Then, when Procopio 
broke through the horses this man 
shot at him, but killed one of the

We think it a duty to urge upon all 
stockholders a consideration of the 
matter to come before the meeting to- 
morrow. We must make an attempt 
to harmonize the wishes of all sections 
and classes, and make. the society 
purely a State institution. Mr. Bab- 
cock, one of the present Board of 
Trustees, is with us and can, no doubt, 
indicate the desires of Storey County 

‘stodkholders. These should meet 
with fair and favorable consideration 
in order that Storey may have the ac- 
tive voice and interest ia our Fair ap- 
propriate to her population and 
wealth. There is also adesire to ac- 
cord fair representation to our far- 
mers, a proposal which we heartily 
commend. Let the farmers, then, 
take careful theught that their selec- 
tion may fall upon men who will rep- 
resent their interests truly and well. 
Don’t lack interest when the vote is 
taken, and reserve all of your energy 
for growling time, as that course will 
ensure dissatisfaction and guarantee, 
no improvement. Now is the time 
in which to talk this matter over, and 
reach your conclusions. There is no 
slates made, there are no emoluments 
to be earned; on the other hand, those 
who are chosen must undertake an 
onerous and thankless task, because it 
is imposed by the people. We have 
ithe prestige ef an unexampled success 
to work upon; we have ample accom- 
‘modations and a good reputation 
-among the people of the ceast. These 
results have been achieved by the un- 
selfish labors of a few men, and it be- 
comes the people of this county, while 
feeling thankful to their former ser- 
vants, to elect men who will carry on 
the work zealously and still protect 
‘the best interests of Nevada's Agricul- 
tural Society. 


The Committee on Expenditures in 
the Treasury Department, of which 
Glover is chairman, yesterday passed 
the following resolution:

Rev. W. C. Gray preached a very 
interesting sermon last Sunday night 
on “Is there a Hell?” The speaker 
traced the history of the more enlight- 
ened nations’ belief in a place of 
future punishment, then gave us the 
views as held to-day on this subject by 
the diflerent classes of men 1n differ- 
ent countries, and claimed that there 
is a place of future punishment, but 
that there is, of course, no fire about 
it; that men, to a great degree, adjudge 
themselves, and select the society of 
the good or the wicked as they are 
themselves. This is a natural law. 
Men as intuitively believe in places of 
future happiness and punishment as 
they do in the existence of _God and 
the immortality of the soul. He did 
not say anything as the duration of 
this punishment, frem which we would 
infer that he holds to similar views to 
Dr. Hamilton and others, viz: that 
since man in all his attributes is sub- 
ject to universal law that theseed of 
sin must necessarily produce death 
even to the moral nature. There 
mus be one of two things. The soul, 
since itis capable of growth or de- 
cline and is not omnicient and inex- 
haustible, must either become more 
perfect or lose its essence by reason ot 
continued deterioration. The speaker 
rather favored Dr. Hall’s views. of an 
intermediate state for those who have 
never been enlightened by scriptural 
truth. 

The discussion of this question is 
in the interest of religious reform. 
The fossilized remains of antiquity 
are yet more or less sanctioned by all 
parties, the theological and the anti- 
theological. It is well that we should 
gather instruction from the accumu- 
lated wisdom of the preceding ages. 
Such, we may say, is the character of 
the literature of to-day, rich, as it is, 


with “the spoils of time.” But one of 
the dangers to which we are too prone 
to subject our religious belief in par- 
ticular is that we impair its present 
efficacy by wrapping it closely 
in the swaddling bands of the past. 
The more intelligent and positive 
clergy are catching the spirit of the 
more educated class of the laity and 
are cautiously attempting to remove 
the barnacles in religious dogmas, the 
fetters that impede the progress of the 
Church. That few are members 
of churches and many of those who 
are churchmer have their names only 
nominally on the church register, 
largely results from the crude inter- 
pretation of the Bible and attributing 
Deity qualities, such as  jeal- 
ousy, anger, petulancy, etc., which is 
principally the imposed work of the 
ignorant and designing during the 
preceeding centuries.
